Yesterday Bowersox printed an item 
stating that Mr. Hlgman had been ar­ 
rested and fined for violating the bicy­ 
cle ordinance.

Shuler then attacked Mr. Higman 
and pounded him in a frightful way.

Later Shuler was ar­ 
rested and his hearing’ set for next 
Tuesday before Justice mldrey. 


Two days ago two policemen were 
stationed near the St. Joseph stand­ 
pipe to watch for violators of the bi­ 
cycle ordinance. 
There is a sandy 
place there and it Is necessary to ride 
on the sidewalk or dismount. It Is the 
practice of Mr. Higman to use the 
sidewalk at this point and he called the 
attention of Mayor S u rr to the fact 
thai the ordinance ought to be chained 
and the nutyor agreed with him. The 
other day when the policemen were 
lounging about waiting for a fee Mr. 
Higman rode on the walk as usual and 
Informed the hungry officers that he 
would report himself and save them 
the bother. He was Invited to explain 
the matter to the council and he did so 
last night. 


In his address before the council Mr. 
Higman attacked the police fee system 
and declared it a disgrace to the city. 
He declared that one night officer re­ 
ceiving $40 a month from the city was 
working in the daytime arresting peo- 
f»le for the fees in It i while the real 
nterests of^the city went neglected and 
the gross evils overlooked. 


City Attorney O'Hara scored Mr. 
Higman very harshly saying that he 
ought to be fined $10 and go to jail for 
riding on the walk mentioned. 


Mr. Higman replied that he believed 
in fair play and if a lawyer, an editor 
or mlnbter was drunk on the streets he 
ought tu be arrested the same as any 
other drunkard. These remarks are 
what enraged the man Shuler.

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Al Infant 15 Montiis Old Dies In 
Fearful Agonv. 


The liVmonths old baby of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Marti', living three miles 
oast of the city on the Watervleit road, 
died this morning from the effects of 
Lewis lye which the child drank. 
. The deadly liquid was swallowed by 
tiie infant last night at 5:30 o’clock and 
the babe remained in the most agoniz­ 
ing pain until 11 o’clock today when 
death came* 
The liquid was taken 
from the cover qf *the can containing 
the lye: Mrs, Marti was engaged in 
cleaning fruit cans with the aid of the 
lye and removing the cover from a can 
she placed it on the table. It contained 
a few particles of the i>otash into which 
water was splashed making scarcely 
more than a teaspoonful of liquid. 


While Mrs. Marti*s attention was 
called elsewhere the baby walked to 
the table and taking the cover jwured 
the contents into its stomach. Mr. 
and Mrs. Marti hurriedly hitched up a 
team aiul wiih the baby drove to tn 
home of Mr. Marti*s motner. Paw Paw 
avenue and Territorial street, this city, 
where the child was left and Dr. Eyno 
summoned. He found the child suffer 
ing terribly from the irritation ot the 
liquid and from an examination of the 
throat decided that the liquid had 
reached the stomach and must prove 
fatal under any treatment. He advised 
the parents as did also Dr. Sowers that 
the child was beyond the reach of medi­ 
cal skill and would die. 


The funeral of the little child will be 
held from the Methodist church Ih Co- 
loma, August 13 at 1 o’clock in the af­

A UNION DEPOT. 


On« la Ukaly to B* Built In Thl* 
City. 


The Big Four and the West Michi­ 
gan railroad companies are figuring on 
the construction of a union depot In 
this city, work to begin on the same In 
a few weeks.

NO DOUBT ABOUT IT NOW. 


Small But Enthuela'atIo Meetlnir of 
the Board of Trade Laet. 
Bvenlfiff. 


A small gathering at the board of 
trade rooms last evening enthusiastic­ 
ally declared that the city would meet 
the proposition of the Kalanuizoo firm 
of manufacterere, Bailhouse & Struben, 
and that Benton Harbor would have a 
new factory ready for operation Sep­ 
tember 15. 


President Miller explained the propo* 
sltlon. The firm asked for no bonus 
but they would move their plant here, 
provided the city would furnish them 
free of charge the use of a factory 
building for one year in which time 
they would be able to secure or build fac­ 
tory exactly suited to their needs. 
The 
firm manufactures a sulky plow on which 
it has a large tradethroughout the west, 
and also a patent boiler purifier, which 
is better than any device of the kind 
before manufactured. It is also the 
purpose of the firm to manufacture and 
put on the market the Kneeland wheel­ 
barrow. The gentlemen are thorough­ 
ly responsible and will employ about 
twenty men on the start. They desire 
to move here because of the better facil­ 
ities for shipping which Benton Har­ 
bor enjoys over Kalamazoo. Inside of 
a year they expect to employ 100 men, 
but they make no promise and will only 
do better than they agree. 


G. H. Reimer, who put his money in 
Benton Harbor on the strength of the 
location of the Buss factory, was at the 
meeting. 
He has known both of the 
men for years and assured the board 
of trade that they wereallright. “They 
will bring with them no help from 
Kalamazoo,” said Mr. Reimer, “but 
they will give labor to the unemployed 
population of this city.” 


A committee was appointed consist­ 
ing of R. A. Kneeland, G. H. Keimer 
and C. J. Brown to look up a suitable 
factory. It 
was thought that the 
Richards planing mill iTiight be se 
cured. Mr. Richards was at the meet­ 
ing but was not ready to make any 
proposition but promised to give the 
committee some uetinite idea of what 
he would do this afternoon. 
If no 
suitable building can be rented it is 
)K>s&ible that the board of trade will 
erect a factory building for the pur­ 
pose, the expense of lot and factory be­ 
ing estimated at not over %2,500. 


President Miller and C. J. Brown 
were appointed a soliciting committee.

When one of the delegatea attempted 
to pull Witt oft the chair the latter 
struck at the delegate and a general 
melee enaue^;^ in which several blows 
were exchanged and chairs raised #loft 
tn a threatening manner. A policeman 
w'ho waa present rushed In and inter­ 
rupted the .hostilities, and a few min­ 
utes, later a platoon of police reached 
the convention hall and the convention 
proceeded after quiet had been restored 
with a bluecoat on guard In each aisle. 
The police remained until the conven­ 
tion took a final adjournment. 
The 
anti-fuslonlsts were not in the least dis. 
mayed by the charges that had been 
made, and the report of the committee 
on rules and order of business was 
adopted In Its original form by a vote 
of 5S5 to 170. which was the first ac­ 
curate showing of the relative strength 
of the factions. 


The convention then effected a per­ 
manent organisation. Temporary Chair­ 
man John Selts, ot TlfRn. am^ Tempor­ 
ary Secretary A. 8. Lightwalter, of New 
Philadelphia, 
being made permanent 
ofRcers. From that time on the Z io n ­ 
ists, though in the .minority, were very 
much in evidence, but their efforts re­ 
sulted in nothing except to delay the 
proceedings^ ot the convention. The res­ 
olutions adopted reaffirmed the Popu^ 
list platforms adopted by the Omaha

The complaint alleges that some time 
ago the Illinois Steel company and the 
Newi>ort Mining company entered Into 
two contracts, the first calling for the 
delivery of 35,000 tons of Iron ore for 
w'hich the steel company was to pay 
$96.716. the money to be paid in twelve 
payments, within a year.

000 tons of Cromwell ore at SI05.000. 
which also Is to be paid for In twelve 
payments. The complaint alleges that 
the defendants have paid $56.979 on the 
first contract and $174,197 on the sec­ 
ond.

IS STYLED A POLISHED THIEF. 


Thrmm Warrant« ara In thtt\Hands of 
a Provldanoa. R. I., D«taotlva 
~Tak«s His Arrast Calmly. 


CFred I. Snow, »lias Charlea V. B. 
Scott, who came here recently from 
Lowell, Mass., and for three weeks h ii 
been employed in soliciting funds for 
tha local Young Men’s Christian asso­ 
ciation* was arrested last night upon 
information from Chief Detective P. 
Parker, of Providence, R. I., that Snow 
waa wanted there for grand larceny. 


Snow has passed under the name of 
Charles V. B. Scott since he arrived in 
Benton Harbor, and when arrested by 
Officer Crawford was occupying a chair 
in the office of Secretary Arford in the 
Y. M. C. A. rooms. He accompanied 
the officer without uttering any remon­ 
strance and was placed behind the bars 
of the city jail. Later he was removed 
to the county prison where be will re­ 
main until requisition papers are se­ 
cured and be can be returned to Provi­ 
dence. 


The communication ordering Snow’s 
arrest was addressed to Chief of Police 
Sterns and reached here yesterday at 
ternoon. It was signed by P. Parker, 
chief detective of Providence, R. I., and 
read as follows: 


hold three warrants for Fred I. 
Snow for the larceny of about 9500 worth 
of goods from his brother, Edgar D. 
Snow, also $100 worth from Louise 
Clauson on June 23.1897. He left Prov­ 
idence the same day with all of the 
goods, which consisted of a very valuable 
watch, several pieces of jewelry, all 
kinds of wearing apparel, two trunks, a 
▼ alise aùd a number of other articles 
Snow is 22 years old, about 5 feet, I 
inches tall, smooth« face when he left 
here, weighs about 140 pounds and has 
black hiiir. He is a very polished thief, 
is a meiober of the Y. M. C. A. at Provi­ 
dence;^^ I. and Lowell, Mass. I am 
informed that he has joined the same 
organization at Benton Harbor 
He is 
a notorious thief and has served time 
for grand larceny. If you find him ar- 
r ^ t him and notify me by wire at my 
expense. Secure all property in his 
po8sessioa as he no doubt has a good 
portion of the stolen properly with him. 
Enclosed you wjll find a photograph 
taken of him a year ago.” 


With the above letter and photograph 
in his possession Otlicer Crawford 
entered the Y. M. C. A. parlors last 
evening. 
He' saw a man whom the 
photograph resembled sitting in the 
secretary’s olHee, hit»chair tipped back, 
his feet resting on the table, his coat 
otr and a book in his hands. The onl 
dissimilarity between the photograp 
and the original was a mu4auhe which 
Snow had removed since the picture 
was taken. There copld be no mistake. 
The face In the photograph was the 
> face the officer saw before him, and 
without any ceremony the officer ad­ 
vised Snow that he was under arrest. 


“I have been expecting it and I’ll 
laccompanv you. Tnere’s no need of 
■ any demonstration.” 


Speaking the above Snow arose, 
•drew his coat on, and with the book he 
was reading still in his hands, followed 
the officer. Going down the stairway 
to the street he whistled, sang softly 
:and tried to appear indifferent, but the 
expression of/abject despair that his 
ieatures bore was not lost even to 
those who witnessed his miserable as­ 
sumption of unconcern. 


By the officer’s side the trembling 
boy walked to the citj jail. 
Arriving 
there he was pushed ahead of his es­ 
cort and a second later was behind the 
bars. 
His only compaa^u in the jail 
was,a.maudlin tramp whose mutterings 
icameifrom the recess of a remote cell. 
Theyieli with harshness upon the ears 
of the refined gentleman prisoner, but 
be uttered no com f^nt. He main­ 
tained aperfectstolidity of countenance 
ind if hisemoti n overcame his will 
force and asserted itself in tears it was 
after the officer left and the boy was 
alone« 
^ 


A moment after the great iron door 
had swung on its hinges, and separated 
Snow from the friends he had so nu­ 
merously gathered about him during 
the sbort time he had lived here, a 
N e w s reporter called and asked far 
an explanation of the accusations 
against him. 
At 4rst he professed to 
* b» in ignoranee of the cause of his ar­ 
rest and Ister be predicted tbM the 
irottble would all be cleared up. 
He 


I could not be induced to talk abqpt the 
charges against him. 


About 7 o’clock Officer Crawford 
t<x>k Snow over to the county jail. He 
had entirely recovered his usual equa­ 
nimity and idsisted upon having his 
supper. 
Upon reaching the jail he 
was given a seat at the sheriff’s table, 
the family having eaten their supper. 
He relished his food and ate heartily. 
After supper he was locked up intone 
of the juvenile wards. This morning 
he refused his breakfast, saying he 
wasn’t hungry. 
A Ne w s representa­ 
tive called on him in his cell this morn­ 
ing. 
His face had brightened up and 
he greeted the reporter with a happy 
*^good morning.” 
Asked to explain 
the accusationt against him he said: 
‘*The charge of larceny against me is un­ 
founded. I have not robbed my brother 
nor Mrs. Clausen. I can’t understand 
why such a complaint should be made. 
I had trouble in the east but it was not 
of such a sort. While I was employed 
by the Lowell, Mass., association 1 got 
to speculating and used 180 of the 
association’s 
funds, 
but 
I 
went 
directly to the bead officers 
and 
explained the whole affair and made 
an arrangement with the head officer 
that obligated roe to him for account­ 
ing for the misappropriated funds. 
This other charge is all a mystery. 
I 
can’t explain it. 
It will be cleared up 
though and I will come back to Benton 
Hartor and re-establish my lost repu­ 
tation. 
I had many friends in that 
city didn’t I, and if I prove that 1 am 
not the criminal I am represented to 
be they will receive me back won’t 
they? 


Asked whether he would return to 
Rhode Island 
without 
cequisition 
papers he said: *‘I don’t know. It de­ 
pends on the advice of my attorney, A. 
P. Cady.” 


The officers here have wired the 
news of his arre«>t to the Providence 
officers and expect instructions from 
them any moment. 


Snow has been boarding at the resi­ 
dence of W. A. Prescott, and with a 
view to recovering the property al­ 
leged to have 
been stolen by him 
Officer Crawford went to his boarding 
house last night. 
All the property to 
be found was a dress suit, a few toilet 
articles and some worn out clothing. 
He had no trunks and no jewelry ex­ 
cept a watch chain and a cheap ring. 
If he stole the property the Providence 
officer claims he did he disposed of it 
before, he reached Benton Harbor. 
Sinoe coming here he made a trip to 
Chicago which gave him ao ^por- 
tunity to dispose of the jewelry. When 
arrested he had only a silver dollar in 
his pocket. 


Snow came here a month ago and in­ 
troduced himself 
as Charles V. B. 
Scott. 
His bearing was that of a gen­ 
tleman. 
Polished in speech and in 
manners he soon made many friends 
and after being here a week offered 
his services as solicitor of funds to the 
director's of the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian absociation. 
He 
represented 
that he hud been connected in the 
same capacity with the association at 
Lowell, Mass., and had been very sue 
cessful. 
He was finally engaged for 
that work and grave excellent satisfac­ 
tion. 
He showed himself possessed of 
rare ability as a solicitor and gathered 
In a large amount of funds. 
In the 
meantime th« Y. M. C. A . officers made 
incjuiriea concerning him of the secre­ 
tary of the Lowell, Matas., association 
and were advised that a man named 
Snow, answering Scott’s description 
bad been a member of that association 
but in no way had he been connected 
with its finances; also that Snow was 
wanted *'or a crime at Providence. Up­ 
on this information Snow w’as dis­ 
charged last Saturuay 
He insisted 
that he had been greatly misrepre­ 
sented and in time would be able to 
He pleaded earnestly that 
employment and an op- 
live down the ugly stories 
Monday he was given his 
position again and until today contin­ 
ued in the service of the association.

value 
of th e work is in the constructive 
plans for a peaceful evolution of the 
forces now a t work, to a b etter and a 
really Christian civilization, with but 
little or no ja ^ in the transition. 


It is always easy to tear down, but 
the work of genius is to show how to 
build up in a natural and evolutionary 
manner and this Bellamy has done. 


The conclusions are essentially the 
same as those of the other noted ix)ok, 
“President John Smith” that the last 
century has developed a “Mechanical 
Age” and a division of labor, which 
has changed cbnditions more than be­ 
fore had been done in two thousand 
years. 


And political economy and industrial 
conditions m ust be changed or we shall 
have created a geni th at will destroy 
th e progress of the race. 


If this work does not move to a 
m ighty effort to reform the conditions 
of the present then we say, let dynamite 
do its work, and out of a reign of an­ 
archy we will hope for the growth of a 
better order of society than the present.

White Dome CtayaerTaUowatoiie Fork. 


"A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Atone 
approachca, he almost expects to be 
ciiallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge ia given it is In a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a ve

built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality.

The injunction was 
granted to the Monongah Coab and 
Coke company. The scope of the order 
has been^very much misunderstood, ow­ 
ing to the omission from u h e various 
aummarlea telegraphed to the newspa­ 
pers of the Important qualifying expres­ 
sions “unlawfully" and "upon the prop­ 
erty of the company." 
For Instance, 
in the second paragraph It says: “Re­ 
straining and Inhibiting the defendants 
and all othera associated or connected 
with them from In any wise interfering 
with the management, operation or con­ 
ducting of said mines by their owner* 
or those operating them, either by men­ 
aces, thr«üts or any character of In­ 
tim idation/' etc. 


In the foiirth piragraph the defend- 
iiita areHhirther "restrained from as­ 
sembling in the patha ai||>reache8 and 
roads upon said property^leadlng to and 
from their homes and reÜMIencea to the 
1nlne% along which the employes of the 
Monongah Coal and Coka company are 
compelled to travel to get to them," etc. 
Further along the order says: "The pur* 
pose and object of this restraining order 
Is to pi^vent all unlawful combinations 
and conspiracies and to restrain all the 
defendants engaged In the promotion 
of such unlawful combinations and con­ 
spiracies from entering upon the prop­ 
erty of the Monongah Coal and Coke 
company described in this order," etc. 
The labor leaders are at liberty to go 
all over the state except upon the prop­ 
erty of the company. 


Bccotning Vnloiiistii Under Prennure. 


Ishpeming, Mich., Aug. 12.—The lead­ 
ers of the Mine Workers' union reports 
th at they are getting a lot of non- 
unionists in line.
